IF COLLEGE IS MOT FOR YOU 

Your future plans may be such that they wo/i't be furthered by a col- 
lege education; the cost and the effort invoh^ed .may be too great for 
you; or you may lack the academic a biflity /needed to do successful 
college \/vork. In any case, your education will not stop the moment 
you receive your high school diploma. Equcation is a continuous, 
never-ending process, ' 
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There are several thousand vocational training schools in the United 
States. Generally, they can be classified as beauty operator arjd 
barber schools: flying schools; schools of art.,nnusic. drama and relart- 
ed fields; health service schools, and mechanical, technical, and mis- 
cellaneous schools. A nucnber of them require a high school diploma. 
Depending on the program, your course of sti^dy may take anywhere 
from ci few weeks to four years. LiHle or no general education is 
offered; the purpose is to provide direct, practical traipiing — as op- 
posed tctheory — in a trade, craft or skill. Tuition varies widely, with 
some publicly supported vocational schools charging none at all. . 

.The Armed Forces pfrovideboih on'aut\j[ and off-duty ebucation anc[ 
training. Off-duty education is available through the Urrited States 
Armed Forces Institute and covers .courses in cc?mmunicatiohs.'the 
humanities (languages, fine arts and literature)., mathematics, 
science, social science.and technical-vocational subjects.
